AUDIENCE AT MEMORIAL DAY SERVICES 


A lavender-tinted day was iaat Sun­ 
day, with lowering clouds that threat" 
ened rain, and it WBB

the hidden sun, which did n^t burst

"Book Of Heaven." 


A large crowd came to the Chris­ 
tian church last Sunday evening to 
hear Rev. C. D. Williamson of the 
Presbyterian church lecture on "The 
Book of Heaven." Rev. Williamson is 
a; lecturer who has recently returned 
from a vefy successful tour through 
Oregon, Washington, and a portion of 
Arizona and Canada, and he has' a 
number of-splendid travelogues, Illus­ 
trated with lantern slides. 


At this lecture he chose the Nez 
Perces Indians of Idaho, and while 
showing beauitful slides of the coun­ 
try and its people, he said in part: 


"The Nez Perces were once noted 
for 
their 
warlike traits. 
Like the 
Sioux, they fought on sight and had 
no name for other Indian tribes but 
enemies. 
Perhaps one of the most 
romantic and thrilling chapters in all 
missionary literature is the story of 
the 
Nez Perces, 
Indians. 
Hearing 
through traders of tbo white man's 
God and the white man's Book of 
Heaven, they determined to search 
for the book. Four chiefs undertook 
the hard journey across the Rocky 
mountains, through wild and rugged 
regions, and reached the frontier city 
of St. Louis In 1834. They fell into 
the hands of the Romish' priests and 
were shown much attention. 
They 
witnessed the ceremonial worship but 
they did not get the book. Worn out 
by the hardships of the way, the two 
old men died, and with sad hearts the 
youns 
men prepared to return to 
their people. 


"There is hardly anything on record 
more pathetic than the farewell speech 
of the young brave, as he turned bis 
face homeward— westward— 'where 
rolls the Oregon': 'I came to you over 
a trail of many moons from the set­ 
ting Bun, My people sent me to get 
the white man's 
Book' of Heaven. 
You. took me where you worship the 
Great 
Spirit with candles, and the 
Book was npt there. You showed me 
the pictures of the good land beyond, 
but the Beck was iiot among tnem to 
tell us the way. When I tell my poor, 
blind people, In the big council, that 
I did not bring the Book, no word 
will be spoken by our men or our 
young braves.

Farcical Building Inspections. 


The office of building inspector has always been, more or less of 
a joke in big cities, because it was looked upon largely as an office 
created to pay a political debt. 
It is also a job that gives' wide 
opportunity for graft, inasmuch as the owner of an unsafe building 
where human beings congregate, may find it much cheaper to hand 
the inspector something th^n^o remodel his building. . 
, 
A.'WheAthcr |jr^.nflJtfr^'of ^ 
was sec­ 
retary, the same j u r y thai* dealt wiih the dyha'tniting of fhe^'Los 
Angeles Times building, was in session, an inspection of large build* 
ings was made at that ime by a committee from the grand jury, and 
many flagrant eases of evasion or contempt for the law were found. 
Ono manager of a Los Angeles theater building was made to remodel 
his exits and entrances, and to provide better means of escape from 
fire. 


' T h e point is this—that the Los Angeles building inspector did not 
see the things which an unbiased and unpolitical grand jury saw. 


W e do not know that any graft has entered into the Long Beach 
affair of last Saturday. 
But we know, in common with others, that 
an old ramshackle building of the typical beach variety was allowed 
to become unsafe, and that thirty-six persons lost their lives. 
If the 
L o n g Beach building inspector had crawled beneath the building, 
and faithfully performed his duty by examining into and 
cutting 
into the beams which held the floors, he would have reported long ago 
that the building was unsafe—that is, if he were an honest man, 


i doing his work honestly. 


And there is a sad lesson here, as usual, in the carelessness for 
human life found in the United States. 
Y o u can hardly thrill us any 
more by telling us that some building has collapsed and killed a 
half hundred people. 
It is something which, if not exactly common, 
is so frequent as to dull the edge of the horror. 


The city of Long Beach will be called upon to pay over a million 
dollars in damages, and will be obliged to bond its taxpayers for a 
long period of time to pay this money. 
A million dollars would cor 
tainly have built a splendid auditorium at Long Beach, and one which 
would be safe for all time for people to walk in and out of. 


A s usual, the fault is not with the officials of Long Beach, nor with 
any particular group of people, but with the whole American people 
who are too careless of what happens to human liftt. 
This is true 
and we must admit it as a nation.
